WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 4.—The appropri- 
ation of $1,250,000 for the payment of French 
spoliation claims, which was stricken out of 
the deficiency bill would, had it been left in 
the bill, only settled a portion of the amount 
already awarded to claimants by the 
Court of Claims. During five years 
the court examined claims aggregating 
$19,281,726, and of this sum found that 
$1,666,748 constituted a valid obligation of the 
United States.

Cholera Reappears in Toledo, Spain— 
Leper Convicts at Large Foreiga News. 


Lo box, Oct. 4.—Wm. Castion!i, the Swiss 
radical and revolutionist. who, after kling 
State Councillor Ressicvut at the outbreak of 
the Ticineze revolt, fied from Switzerland to 
this city, was this morning arrested by the 
police. Acting on the request of the Swiss 
Government the authorities have for some 
time been engaged in a vigorous search for 
Castioni. Their efforts were to-day rewarded 
by the success of the police in tracing the 
assassin to lodgings at Chelsea. When Cas- 
tioni was warned of the approach of the o- 
cers he took refuge in a shed ih the rear of the 
house. Here he was discovered by the police- 
men surrounded by a party of friends, all of 
whom were armed. The revolmtionists, how- 
ever, decided to surrender to the representa- 
tives of English law. In the shed police found 
and seized 200 rounds of ammunition, Cas- 
tion! was immediately brought up before the 
Bow Street Police Court to be remanded pend- 
ing extradition proceedings. 

When Castioni was taken before the Magis- 
trate his counsel] stated that the question was 
raised as to whether the act of the prisoner 
was of a political nature, and therefore an act 
for which he could be extradited. The pris- 
oner was remanded. 


Barrillas Wants War. 


ACCAPULCO, Mexico, Oet. 3. —A letterhas been 
received here by steamer, that at a banquet 
and ball given by Barrillas in honor of the 
diplomatic corps, Senor Angulano, Secretary 
of Foreign Relations, arose to pay a compll- 
ment to that body.

In fear that dynamite might 
be in it, the box was opened with great care 
to prevent an explosion. The box distiosed 
some women’s underciothing, witha shawl, 
the intended inference being that Barrillas 
possessed the characteristics of the timidity 
supposed to belong to woman, and was lack- 
ing in bravery. The box Was sent him bya 
citizen of Guatemala, who enjoyed Barrillas’ 
humiliation, and thought it agood joke. 

SENOR MONTUFA’S MISSION. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—A sptcialto the Herald 
from the City of Mexico says: Senor Don Man- 
uel Montufa, who was formerly Guatemalan 
Secretary of Legation at Washington. bas 
been sent by the Guatemalan Government to 
Washington to confer with the United States 
State Department in regard to the Barrundia 
case. It is said here by many that Senor Mon- 
tufa’s mission is in the joint interest of Gua- 
temala and Minister Mizner, and that he was 
sent to Washington atthe express desire of 
the latter, who desires to patch up his faux 
pas in the Barrundia matter. 


The Aspinwall Fire. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 4.— The United 
States Consul at Colon, in a report to the De- 
partment of State, dated Sept. 23, in regard 
tothe recentfire, says that it commenced 
about 12 o’clock on the night of the 23d 
and kept on until the business partof the 
town was totally destroyed. It is estimated 
that more than 200 business houses were 
destroyed with all their contents and goods, 
probably worth $2,500,000. The houses were 
all frame buildings ofa cheap standard. Ow- 
ing to the very large quantity of alcohol and 
coai oll In stock, the fire was at once beyond 
control. There was little or no insur- 
ance on the stock. Outside of 
this loss the Panama Rallroad lost $50,000 
a number of cars loaded and unloaded 
being destroyed on the track, aswell as the 
office of the company. The Consul says the 
fire was the work of incendiaries, doubtiess 
due to the dissatisfaction of the railway em- 
ployes and the probable reduction of the 
force. Rumors were rife that the American

Progressive Washingten Avenue Property 
Owners Agitating Public Improvements 
—Lydia A. Bevis and Pietre Nagle Make 
a $10,000 Trade—Names of New Buy- 
ers in Haydock’s Addition, Herton 
Place, on Bell Avenue, Westminster 
and Other Localities. 


The construction of an elegant fre- proof 
building at a cost of $300,000 on the southwest 
corner of Seventh and Locust streets for the 
Mercantile Club is now practically assured, 
for the directors, after having given ample 
consideration to a number of other sites pro- 
posed, have secured a sixty-day option to 
lease the locality named for ninety-nine 
years, at an annual ground rental of $10,000. 

The premises are a part of the Henry Shaw 
estate, and include the residence of the much 
honored public benefactor, This property 
bas afrontage of 91 feet on the west side of 
Seventh street by an even depth of 127 feet 
along the south line of Locust. So far nothing 
more than the option named to lease the 
ground has been determined, but soon as the 
fall festivities have been concluded the enter- 
prise well be taken up again and concluded. 

It is proposed to make the improvement by 
means of a stock company, with a capital of 
$800,000, composed of members of tne elub, 
who willbe expected to pay in cash to the 
amount of one-half of their stock subsorip- 
tions. Thig will create afund of $150,000, and 
to obtain the balance of the money it is pro- 
posed to issue $150,000 in bonds, secured by a 
mortgage on the building. 

ENTERPRISING PROPERTY OWNERS. 

Public spirited and enterprising property 
owners along Washington avenue between 
Taylor and Kings highway are making a move 
in the right direction to secure the full im- 
provement of that section of the handsome 
residence thorougfare, and the Forest Park

That is he introduced an ordi- 
nance to repeal the one under which the con- 
tract was made by the Mayorand the Health 
Commissioner and then introduced, and the 
ordinasce providing for the disposal 
of the gurbage by a process 
which shall be deemed satisfactory 
by the Board of Public Improvements. 
The complication of dupiicate bonds and so 
on was discussed at some length without any- 
thing having been done. Then Mr. Nelson la- 
troduced bis ordinance, This will practically 
knock out the contract or put those in favor 
of it in a position where they must either de- 
clare against fair competition or back 
down from their support of the contract, 
Both measures cannot be considered at once, 
and the Council will be forced to decide be- 
tween either the contract or the new 
ordinance. Under Mr. Wilson’s ordinance it 
will be possibile to learn just what the merits 
of each garbage system are, and the whois 
business can be transacted in an open and 
legitimaté manner, and each system will be 
judged on its merits. 

The Ceuncil will not meet again until next 
Friday, but at that time the bills and the con- 
tract will come up and some decision made.

She said be 
came at about 2 o' clock, and that he was very 
intoxicated. His clothing was disarranged 
and he could hardly wale. She said he went 
out the door after a few minutes’ conversa- 
tion and did not come back. 

There is an impression that this Long 
woman is either mistaken or is willfully mis- 
representing things, as women ofthis class 
frequentiv do in order to be advertised, but 
from other clews itis very probable that he 
was alive at the time she states. 

A ‘*THEORY’’ EXPLODED. 

The theory was advanced that perhaps the 
man had gone to the root of the hotel and 
comein contact with an electric light wire, 
but a visitto that locality falled to substan- 
tiate the theory. 

It is known that there lives in this city at 
the present time a woman who formerly lived 
in Rollaand who was a great friend of tue 
mau who was a rival of Mabreyfor Miss Mor- 
gan’s hand. The police have deen unable to 
locate the rival, although they have tele- 
graphed to a number of places where he was 
thought to be. it is probabie that the 
anonymous letters were sent to this city to be 
mailed by this woman or some 
other friend of the writer. This 
would account for the St. Louls postmarks 
on the envelopes. Another persen under sus- 

icion is a young man who formerly lived in 

olla but who is now inthis city. Since the 
search has commenced hie actions have been 
very suspicious and he is under the espionage 
of detectives. 
HIDING FOR SHAME. 

It is supposed that Mabrey went to the 
theater Tuesday night with this young man 
and that they afterwards went out togeth- 
er and had a few drinks. Then 
Mabrey got intoxicated and in consequence 
missed the morning train. Being ashamed of 
his failure to be at home in time for the wed- 
ding and his excuse being one not calculated 
toappease the anger of his fiancee and his 
relatives, he decided to remain quiet for a 
short time and then come out witha story of 
being drugged and robbed or something of 
that character. 

Miss Morgani is kept informed as tothe prog- 
ress of the search and is urging them to do all 
in their power to find the missing man, as the 
following letter received by Thomas Mabrey 
will testify: 

MISS MORGAN’S LETTER.

QUAY’S POWER AT Hor. 

How much the boodleism of tariff legis- 
lation for private snaps’’ may have de- 
moralized the Republican voters of Penn- 
sylvania is to be well tested by their votes 
after reading the confessions of the Re- 
publican Committee with regard to. their 
candidate DELAMATER. 

In advance of Senator Emery’s forth- 
coming proofs and specifications, enough 
was confessed to brand the Republican 
nominee for Governor as a willful perjurer 
and a boodler after Quay’s own heart.

Senator Imgalls Arrives Te- Day and Dis- 
eusses President Harriseon’s Visit— 
Meeting ef Citizens Held to Arrange for 
His Keceptieon and Eatertainment, but 
ne Programme Will Be Arranged Until 
the President's Eagagements Are Pesi- 
tively Announced, 


The President will come and the people of 
St. Louis will have an opportunity te enter- 
tain the Chief Executive of the United States. 


He will be here for only a shert time, it is true, 


but when the wires brought the news that he 
was coming West, that he weuld visit 
cities within a few hours’ ride ot St. Louis 
but would not come here, the people thought 
he should be asked, so the PostT-DisrpaTrcu 


nvitation as made a popular move- 
ment, and people paused long 
enough in the political race to 


indorse the Post-DiIsPaTcH invitation which 
will bring the President to the city. His stay 
here will not be as long as the people of the 
city hoped it would be, but they will crowd as 
much entertainment into the few hours as is 
consistent with the comfort of the President, 
and will show him as much as they can of the 
city. 
SENATOR INGALLS’ ARRIVAL. 

Senator John J. Ingalle of Kansas City 
passed through St. Louis this morning. He 
arrived at the Union Depot from the East at 
8:10 o’clock and went out at9o’clock on the 
Missouri Pacific for Kansas City. He expects 
to arrive in Topeka to-morrow morning and 
willspend the two months intervening be- 
tween the close of the Fifty-first and the Fitty- 
second Congress looking after his political 
fences in the Sunflower State.

**] left Washington yesterday morning lu 
order to reach Topeka in plenty of time to 
assist in the final preparations for President 
Harrison's visit. had a short talk with the 
President just previous te my departure.

He will 
probably remain with us until Friday after- 
noon and then hurry through to St. Louis.’’ 

‘*‘Then he has made final arrangements to 
step. has he?’’ 

Not at that time. However, he spoke at 
considerable length in regard to your city 
and expressed himself as being very greatly 
pleased at being placed lu a position where 
he could accept the invitation tendered 
him by your citizens and by Secretary Noble. 
He said that in view of existing circumstances 
he had desired to include St. Louis in his 
Western trip when the jaunt was first pro- 
posed, but found it extremely difficult to 
make arrangements. 

‘‘Had any determination been made as to 
what members of the Cabinet should accom- 
pany him?“ 

‘‘Tnat matter had not been defini set- 
tled when I saw the President. He toid me 
that Secretary Tracy would make an effort to

NEW GOLD FIELDS. 


Rich Depesits Found in Wyoming Near the 
Tewn of Saratoga. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 4.—A special to the Jnier- 
Ocean from Denver, Colo., says: The reported 
finding of gold deposits near Saratoga, Carbon 
County, Wyo., is being confirmed by a num- 
ber of persons who have within the past two 
days visited tae camp and satisfied themselyes 
of the truth of the discovery. 

Gold Hill, as the new camp is called, is 
located twenty miles east of Saratoga in the 
Medicine Bow range of mountains. pect-

Up to this time fifteen distinct and separate 
goid-bearing quartz leads have been discov- 
ered and located. Quartz liesin well defined 
walls of stone and the leade are from six 
inches to seven feet thick.

as steerage passengers on the vessel. 
TURLEY'’S STORY. 

„When the Wyoming was receiving’ her 


passengers at Liverpool,’’ said Charles Tare | 


ley’ **‘I ascertained that a man named Tess 
dale, noterious as a shipping agent for the 
Mormons, was exchanging tickets for steerage 
passengers at a reduction of £1, the recipients 
agreeing to accompany the elders and claim 
companionship with the other converts. It 
was well known on board the ship that the 
Mormon contingent had been assigned a sep- 
arate compartment in the steerage and the 
elders had free access to that part of the ves- 
gel. I know that they took advantage of this 
privilege to converse with the English and 
Irish women in the steerage. and they secured 
five or six to add to their party. The induce- 
ment wasafree passage from New York to 
Salt Lake City. At therequest of Father De 
Castilion of New York, Iendeavored to enter 
the steerage in order to ascertain if 


the statements made in the cabin were true, 
that these missionaries were D 
among the young women in the steerage. 
Was promptiy ordered away, and when I 
spoke of the freedom extended to the Mor- 
mon leaders I was informed thatthey had re- 
ceived 1322 from the company. which 
has a standing contract for the transporta- 
tion of the Mormons. The missionaries were 
very bold in their methods while at sea, dis- 
tributing Mormon tracts all over the ship 
through the sailors. When we arrived at 
Quarantine they grow mere timid, and one of 
them told methat he expected. ‘that all five 
would be arrested by the immigration au- 
tnorities, warning of that danger having 
been sent them before embarking.’ 
INDUCEMENTS HELD ODT. 

„There is no question. said Eugene Da- 
ls, that those Mormons elders gained many 
converts among the Wyoming steerage pas 
sengers during the voyage. I ascertained 
that where the young women declined at first 
to join their party as converts they were in- 
duced to do sovy offers of employment at 
Salt Lake City as nursery maids or governess- 
es. In each case a free passage from this 
city to Utah was guaranteed, the object being 
rhe ote to get them into Morinon territory

To-Night’s Conventions. 


There will be seyen conventions held in the 
city this evening. Three will be conducted 
by the Democrats and four will be managed 
by the Republicans.

The Democratic Senatorial Conventions will 
be watched with interest. There will be 
spirited contests in all the districts, as the 
Democrats are satisfied that they can be 
carried. It was reported this morning that 
Chairman C. C. Mamtt would accept the nom- 
ination in the Thirty-second District. . Tne 
friends of Senator Vest will ask to have the 
nominees pledge themselves to vote for his 
re-election. 

State Senator M. O. McGrath this morning 
withdrew from the race for the nomination in 
the Thirtieth District. He said speaking of 
his withdrawal: 

I became a candidte for a renomination to 
the State Senate, to vote, if elected, for the re- 
election of Senators Vest and Cockrell and 
to aid the party in redistricting the State, by 
the coming Legislature into Congressional 
and Senatorial districts, and assist in needed 
legislation for St. Louis. This was with the 
hope and earnest expectation that such

ask a renomination tothe Senate in the Thir- 
tieth District.’

It was then that Filley got in his fine 
work. The result of the ballot was 97 for Alt 
and 8 for Rodgers before the changing of 
votes began. 

FILLBY’S FINE WORK. 

It was after the roll call that Filley and his 
henchmen got in their fine work. Before the 
result ofthe ballot could be announced the 
Sixth Ward changed its vote to Rodgers, and 
other wards which had given Alt some votes 
did the same. Some confusion’ re 
sulted, and this was what Filley 
wanted, as he was determined 
to carry out his programme and give the nom- 
ination to Mr. Rodgers. The Alt delegates 
were bewilidered and could not check de ole 
man's game. Filley simply held back the 
announcement until enough changes could 
be made to nominate his choice. 
The friends of Alt left the 
convention in an ill humor vowing venge- 
ance, and te-day the Republicans in the 
southern wards are making many threats. 
They contend that they were entitled tothe 
nomination {nasmuch as they furnish the ma- 
jorities that elect Republicans to office. 

The Collector's office is likewise very sore 
from Mr. Zeigenhein down to the omce boy.

SOUTH ST. LOUIS INDIGNANT. 

Julius Wurzburger, who has charge of the 
dramshop collections, and who represents 
Mr. Zeigenheim in all his political matters, 
was more communicative than his chief. He 
said: ‘‘Thereis no question whatever that 
Mr. Alt was the nominee of that 
convention. A majority of the delegates 
voted for him, and these should 
not have been any delay in announcing the 
result, In South St. Louis the Republicans 
feel badly, but they are not bolters. We will 
vote for Rodgers and do everything else we 
ean toelect him. The deputy collectors, 
one and all, characterized the nomination 
of Rodgers as a ‘‘steal’’ and very emphatically 
deciared themselves on the subject, De ole 
man’’ came in for some denunciation for his 
fine work for the slate candidato. 

Circuit Clerk Zepp’s friends feel jubilant 
over the result and say that South St. Louis 
will give him an immense vote on account of 
Alt’s defeat. They go further and claim that 
the whole Democratic city ticket will receive 
a big disaffected Republican vote. 

Dan Siegmund and his Eleventh Ward 
friends say that he has no Intention of with- 
drawing from theticket. He is the nominee 
for Clerk of the Court of Criminal Uorrection, 
and in common with the South St. Louis Re- 
publicans feels indignant over the result.

A THREATENED RATE WAR. 


Trouble on Western Lines Concerning Fair 
Rates—Reported Califernia Agreement. 


The special rates for the St. Louis Fair are 
oecasioning not a little trouble among the 
lines west of the river. Yesterday it for a 
time looked as if a serious rate war might be 
precipitated,and although the trouble has been 


settled for the present, it is net regarded as at 
all certain that difficulties may not again 
arise. s trouble commenced with the 
Frisco, which is not a member of the Western 
Passenger Association. According to the 
rules of that association a round —— rate 
of one and one-third fares could be 
made from points withintwo hundred miles 
of St. Louls. The Frisco announced its in- 
tention of putting this rate into effect from 
Onerryvaie, Kan., and all intermediate points, 
this being far beyond the 200 miles limit. 
The Missouri Pacific then retorted by 
putting the Exposition rate into force 
to Puebla, and fixed it at one fare for the 
roundtrip. The Atchison then made a Chicago 
Exposition rate, and yesterday the Rock 
Island announced that tickets would be soid 
frem St. Joseph to Chicogo at the reduced 
rate. The Missouri Pacific then announced 
that the St. Louis reduced rate would be put 
Into effect at once and from all points on its 
system, thus including Missouri River points. 
The Burlingten and the Wabash were about to 
follow suit as regards Ohicago, but at 
a meeting held in that city last 
night it was decided by all the 
lines to cance! the Chicago cutrate. As mat- 
ters at present stand, St. Louis will gain the 
advantage of one fare round trip, the two 
hundred-mile limitation has been removed 
on two lines, and the others are expected to 
pursue the same course. 

There is also a rumor in railroad circles that 
an agreement is now being discussed between 
the Union Pacifie and the Atchison on the one 
hand and the Southern Pacificjon the other, in 
reference to California local dusiness. Bothithe 
former lines have been proposing to 
extena their lines into Califor- 
nia territory hitherto exciusiyely occupied 
by the thern Pacific, and it is alleged that 
C. F. Ku .iington has proposed a division of 
the through business favorable to those lines 
on condition that they retain their present 
termini. J.C. Stubbs of the Southern Pacific 
arrived inthe city irom New York this morn- 
ing and stated that nothing of the kind had 
been determined upon, but that there had 
been several consultations bet ween the officers 
of the roads in relation to the California busi- 
ness.

FEAIS OF ENGINEERING.

Sir Benjamin Baker’s Tour of Inspection 
in America. 


— 

New YORE, Oct. 4.—Sir Benj. Baker, the 
eminent English engineer, has just finished 
his three weeks visit to this country, and 
this morning will leave New York for 
England on the steamer Servia. Sir Benj- 
amin has been on a short tour of inspec- 
tion of various engineering works in this 
country. 

As you are aware, he said to a reporter 


last nigbt, ‘‘I have visited the new ship rail- 
way which is now in eourse of construction at 
Amherst, Nova Scotia, and of which I am 
chief engineer. I found the work progressing 
satisfactorily, although it has been slightly 
retarded by the floods which occurred during 
September. There is absolutely nothing new 
to report with regard to it, andI see no rea- 
son to alter my previously expressed opinion 
that the railway will be opened for 
traflic within twelve months from now. 
From Nova Scotial went on to the new St. 
Clair tunnel, whichis now being built under 
the river at Sarnia, Ontario. Mr. Hobson, the 
Chief Engineer of the Grand Trunk Railroad, 
met me, and in his company I inspected the 
work. The ahields ofthe tunnel have met in 
the center with scarcely half an inch devia- 
tion. There can berno doubt as to the ulti- 
mate success ofthe work and I was consider- 
ably impressed with what had been done. 
The whole length of the tunnel, about 6,000 
feet, has been traversed, and the only ques- 
tion now to be settled 
tne rails. The course of the tunnel has 
lain through clay, treacherous and soft, 
but not so soft as that found in the 
Hudsou River tunnel, where the difficulties 
are far greater. I was instructed by the Lun- 
don County Council to report on the work on 
the St. Clair tunnel with reference tothe prope 
osition, now under consideration, tor the 
construction ofatunnel undertne Thames. I 
have made flying visits to Cincinnati, Rich- 
mond, Boston and other leading cities, with 
the view of examining into the system of elec- 
tric traction. So far there is no electric raii- 
Way at work in this country, but assuredly 
the time is not far distant when the trains on 
the elevated railways will be run by electric 
locomotion instead of by steam. In London 
elevated railroads are not authorized by 
Parliament and the railroad traflic is nearly 
all under ground. An underground electric 
railway from Clapham to London Bridge will 
be opened at the end of this month and i the 
Tall way is successful I have no doubt what- 
ever that weshall have probably 100 miles ef 
electric rapid transit in London before another 
decade ils over. The experiments made show 
that the speed of the electric locomotive is 
just one-half greater than that of an ordinary 
elovated train. I visited the Hudson River 
Tunnel yesterday and to-day, and found that 
150 feet more of the tunnel had been built dur- 
ing my absenee. iI shail return to New York 
next spring.’’

The Chicago stable, beginning with the sea- 
son of 1885, beeame a power in racing annals, 
and in 1887, 1888, and 1889 it wasthe strongest 
organization ofthe kind to be found in the 
country. In 1888 the stable was in its glory, 
for at that time it had the Kentucky Derby 
winner, Macbeth II., Little Minch, the hero 
ot a hundred races, Santalene, who Johnny 
Campbell declares is the best horse he ever 
threw asaddle over, Huntress, Lela May, 
Jacobin and others. Inthe winter of 1889-90 
the famous Hankins confederation was 
formed, the partners being Tom Kiley, Eu- 
gene Leigh and George Haukins, and for a 
time they seemed to have the 
great majority of the Western 
stake races at their mercy. Huntress was 
then the star of the sitabie, but she was killed 
inarailroad accident While on her way to 
Kansas City. Santalene next went wrong and 
when Washington Park was reached there 
were but few breadwinnersto be depended 
upen. St. Paul came next in line and here 
too disaster followed, the string sent there 
noteven paying expenses. It was not until 
Saratoga was reached that the Ohicago racing 
magnate determined upon selling out. 

As Hankins himself will attend the gale, it 
may be depended upon that the cream of the 
lot will be bought in unless they bring fancy 
prices. There are thirty-five horses to be sold 
besides the yearlings, ana as Terra Cotta, 
Egmont, Little Minch, Santalene, Lela May, 
Joe Blackburn and Macbeth II. are among 
the number there is likely to be some hot 
competition for their possession. 


Baby Jockeys. 


It is a peculiar fact and one worth more 
than apassing notice that withthe growing 
preponderance ofsprint races comesa pro- 
portionate preponderance in the number of 
baby jockeys that figure on the turf, says the 


Chicago Herald. Jockeying seems to be los- 
ing caste as a profession for men and young- 
aters, who some years ago would scarcely be 
trusted to take outacnack for an exercising 
spin, now carry the colors of the biggest 
stables inthe most important events on the 
turf. 

A man—that is, areal adult man—rarely if 
ever gets a chance of being seen in the saddle, 
and the business of winning races and losing 
them has been left almost entirely in the 
hands of Infants not vet qualified to vote. 
Most of them are not qualified to ride, either. 
Jockeyship is an art above their mental 
comprehension. They think that the whole 
trick lies in flogging—at least most of them 
do—and they turn in their saddies almost as 
soon as the flag falls and lash ;their mounts 
without seeming to know er care in what 
direction the reins pull the herses. They 
rock and reel and careen, they get off their 
stride and swerve and bolt till they are half 
crazy. 

The whipis one of the extrayagances of 
racing. It loses more races than any other 
article inthe business. No boy now riding 
can use a whip to adyantage. There are 
times when it is absolutely necessary to flog, 
but they are ofrare occurrence. Only a man 
can ride and flog at the same time—only a Me- 
Laughlin, a Garrison, a Murphy, a Hayward 
ora Hamilton. The whip is used much less 
in England than ia this country. Over there 
few light-weighta are allowed to use them. 

baby picks up his whip he 
his horse. He can 
He loses all con- 
mount and all control of 
himself. Itis dollars to cents that when he 
takes up his whip he is beaten. It is a pitia- 
ble sight, this reckless, meaningless flogging. 
The great Fordham never used a whip when 
he could help it. Archer whipped unmerci- 
fully at the outset of his career, but had sense 
enough to see che evil of it before he became 
famous. He never struck a horse in the mid- 
die of his stride, as do our little ignoramuses 
ofthe present day, but was ever careful to 
catch him under the short ribs as he was 
aboutto spring forward. Tostrikea colt in 
his stride, while extending himself to the ut- 
most, is to cause him to flinch and squirm and 
swerye, to go short, to prop himself. 

Somehow or another American trainers do 
not seem to fully appreciate these facts, and 
there seems to exist no latent ambition to 
teach a boy that hands and spurs, nota whip, 
arethe things to ride with, Perhaps some 
day in the future the truth in the matter may 
dawn on some intellect more enlightened 
than the rest, but justat present the whip 
seems to be here to stay, no matter what may 
be said againat its misuse.
